WITH LONGER INCOUNTRY EXPERIENCE (I.E. COONTZ, HEISER, 
DEVINE AND MCCOWN AT SALZBURG AND CORBETT, BINDE 
NAGEL AND KILLOUGH AT DUBROVNIK) ARE IN POSITIONS 
TO MAKE STRONG CONTRIBUTIONS TO DISCUSSIONS OF 
FOLLOWING THEMES: 

(A) IT APPEARS POSSIBLE AND DESIRABLE 

AT LEAST IN REGARD TO SUCH SELECTED PROMOTIONAL 
APPROACHES AS THE FOREIGN BUYERS PROGRAM (FBP) AND 
SUPPORT FOR US PAVILLIONS IN EUROPEAN FAIRS TO INCREASE 
INTER-MISSION COOPERATION AND INFORMATION EXCHANGES 
IN EUROPE. CURRENT E-C ADMINISTRATIVE STRUCTURES, 
HOWEVER, FACILITATE AND EMPHASIZE INTRA-MISSION NATIONAL 
RATHER THAN EGWIDE OR EUROPEAN- WIDE ACTIONS AT A TIME 
WHEN NATIONAL ECONOMIC DIFFERENCES APPEAR TO BE 
DESCREASING IN SIGNIFICANCE. 

(B) FOREIGN BUYER PROGRAM (FBP) APPEARS TO BE 
EMERGING AS ONE OF MOST EFFECTIVE, MULTI-FACETED, 

COST EFFECTIVE USG EXPORT PROMOTION TECHNIQUES IN 
REGARD TO NORTHERN AND CENTRAL EUROPE. SOME SHOW 
ORGANIZERS CLEARLY INTERFACE MUCH MORE EFFECTIVELY 
WITH USG SUPPORT EFFORTS THAN OTHERS. HOW CAN WE 
IMPROVE USDOC, SHOW ORGANIZER AND FIELD COOPERATION? 
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(C) SPRECHTAGE ( US EXPORT DAYS ). IN GERMANY THIS 

HAS PROVED A VERY EFFECTIVE WAY TO DEVELOP A GROWING 
NUMBER OF REPORTS ON OPPORTUNITIES FOR US EXPORTS, 
REVERSE INVESTMENTS AND CROSS LICENSING. IT HAS 
STRENGTHENED MISSION RAPPORT WITH US STATE DEVELOPMENT 
OFFICES IN EUROPE. IT MOVES OUR STAFF SYSTEMATICALLY 
INTO THE FIELD. HAVE OTHER MISSIONS HAD SIMILAR 
RESULTS? HOW CAN THE SPRECHTAG PROGRAM BE

(D) FSLS. THE DECLINE OF THE DOLLAR HAS GREATLY 
INCREASED THE COST OF HIRING AND KEEPING MOTIVATED 
FSLS. ARE WE MAKING ENOUGH EFFORTS TO ASSURE CON 
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TINUING FSL PROFESSIONAL DEVELOPMENT AND GROWING 
PRODUCTIVITY? 

(E) THE AGENT DISTRIBUTOR SERVICE AND THE RELATED 
SEARCH FOR AGENTS FOR US EXHIBITORS IN IMC PAVILIONS. 

IT IS HARD TO IMAGINE A MORE VALUABLE SERVICE TO THE 
NEW-TO-EXPORT OR NEW-TO-MARKET US FIRM— IF DONE RIGHT. 
WORKLOAD IS RISING NOTABLY IN GERMANY. ARE WE CHARING 
ENOUGH FOR THIS SERVICE? 

(F) IMC DOES IMC NEED MORE ELABORATE TRAPPINGS AND 
SUPPORT FACILITIES THAN, FOR INSTANCE, DOES A USTS 
OFFICE? DO THE SMALL EXHIBITION SPACES AT IMCS 
DISTRACT FROM OR SUPPORT THE MAIN AIM: INCREASING 
THE NUMBER OF US EXHIBITORS AT EUROPEAN FAIRS? SHOULD
